Biographies 


BEVERLEY JOHNSTON is internationally 
recognized for her virtuosic and dynamic 
performances on a wide range of percussion 
instruments. She is lauded by the Halifax Chronicle- 
Herald as“...a whiz bang player with the soul of a 
poet... one of the most original and creative artists of 
our day.” Her performances have been distinguished 
as unconventional, effectively combining classical 
transcriptions, contemporary music, and a touch 
of theatre; she is also a leader in commissioning 
and premiering new works for percussion. Her 
performances and recordings have been broadcast 
on radio networks all over the world; her six solo 
CDs are Woman Runs with Wolves (2013, Centrediscs); 
Ming (2009, Centrediscs); Garden of Delights (2004, 
independent release); Alternate Currents (1992, 
Centrediscs); Marimbach (1989, CBC Records Musica 
Viva); and Impact (1987, Centrediscs, JUNO nominee). 
She can also be heard as soloist or chamber musician 
on numerous other recordings. 

Beverley Johnston’s schedule is booked a couple of 
years in advance, and includes performances in Canada, 
the United States, Asia and Europe. She was invited 
to perform at the renowned International Katarzyna 
Mycka Marimba Academy in September of 2013 
in Luxembourg and this past summer made several 
appearances at the Festival of the Sound and touring 
with internationally renowned Canadian flautist Susan 
Hoeppner. In March of 2014 she will be touring 
China with the young percussion duo “Joint Venture 
Percussion Duo”. 

Beverley has been a guest performer at several 
marimba/percussion festivals recently including the 
Shenyang International Percussion festival (2010) 
in China, The International Marimba Festival and 
Conference in Minneapolis, USA (2010),The 
Zeltsman Marimba Festival (2005, 2009, 2013) and 
Nebojsa Zivkovic’s International Marimba Academy in 
Germany (2008). She has been an inspiration to many 
percussion students all over the world because of her 
unique expression as a percussionist. 

Among Beverley’s other performing interests, 
she has been keen in developing her passion for 
performance collaborations, which have included the 
combination of dance, movement, art and theatre. 

She is constantly expanding the boundaries of what is 
possible as a performing artist. 

In 2009 she was given the distinction of becoming 
an Ambassador of the Canadian Music Centre 


in honour of her exemplary commitment to the 
performance of the music of Canadian composers. 

Beverley Johnston currently teaches at the 
University ofToronto and lives in rural Ontario with 
her husband, composer Christos Hatzis. Beverley is a 
Marimba One and Paiste Artist.

Critically acclaimed violinist MARC DJOKIC is 
one of Canada’s most engaging concert musicians. He 
has performed across the United States and Canada 
as a soloist and a collaborative musician and has been 
praised for his dynamic and exciting performance style. 

Marc performs frequently as guest soloist with 
orchestra, having enjoyed playing with many orchestras 
such as the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, the Quebec 
Symphony Orchestra, Symphony Nova Scotia, the 
National Arts Center Orchestra, Ottawa Chamber 
Orchestra, Symphony New Brunswick, the Niagara 
Symphony Orchestra and this fall the Kamloops 
Symphony Orchestra in Vancouver. 

Marc currently resides in Montreal where he 
has recently been named Artistic Director of the 
Rencontres a L’Oasis concerts within the l’Oasis 
Musicale Concert Series. Marc is winner of an Opus 
Prix and has established himself as a performing artist 
knwon for his “spot-on accuracy” and “violin playing 
of a high level” - La Presse. 

Marc’s strong collaborations include: A high-energy 
duo with acclaimed musician, Beverly Johnston 
(Marimba/Percussion). A guitar/violin trio with 
Jerome Descharmes and Louis Trepanier (the Tangere 
Trio), and a violin/piano duo with Julien Leblanc 
— together the duo has toured Canada several times 
to critical acclaim. In 2013 Marc became the newest 
member of the live music sensation, Bowfire. He will 
be touring with Jazz violinist Lenny Solomon as well 
as many other top string players in this internationally 
renowned ensemble. 

Marc performs annually in numerous chamber 
music festivals across North America including Park 
City Chamber Music Festival in Utah, the Ottawa 
Chamber Music Festival, Music and Beyond Festival, 
Montreal Chamber Music Festival and many others. 

Marc Djokic has received numerous awards and 
grants from the Canada Council for the Arts and 
gratefully acknowledges their support throughout his 
career. Marc performs on violins by Carl Becker 1927 
and a rare Guarnerius from 1740.
